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_WANTED, EFFICIENCY! 


The News does not like to scold any- 
body, or scold at all. It does uot like 
to find fault, and would much rather 
speak words of praise than otherwise. 
But people continually demand that 
their local paper take up the cudgel in 
behalf of many things, needed reforms, 
and all that, until an editor accumu- 
lates more kicks and complaints than 
anything else, and all of them insistent 
that he go to thg bat and roast sorhebody 
or something about each and every one 
of them. ‘those who supply the kicks 
will not make them themselves, but al- 
Ways expect their local editor to be that 
kind of a goat for them. And, then, 
nine times out of ten, after the roast 
has been duly administered and the 
scribe looks around for the complaining 
witness to testify and back him up, he 
sees his coattails disappearing around 
the corner and fast getting out of sight. 

However, just to be obliging by being 
disagreeable, we will make one more 
loud roar, and take the consequences. 

This time it is over the fact that Rich- 
mond has no. public boost body worthy 
its name, and never has had. The In- 
dustrial Commission is a San Francisco 
institution, owning tracts of land ‘im 
Richmond. It is not eactly what might 
be termed a local body. It has done well 
in the past, although it seems to be en- 
joying a quict and peaceful slumber just 
now, and has been ever since the time of 
the World’s Fair in 1915. 

The Chamber of Commerce, so-called, 
is the joke of the town. If it ever did 
do anything for Richmond it has suc- 
ceeded admirably in keeping it a dark 
secret. Just why such an ineffectpal, in- 
ber of Commerce or Board of Trade, the 
Lord may know, and possibly its board 
of directors may know, but nobody else 
does. Point Richmond has one of the 
same kind. The latter has been dead for 
so long that mortification set in long ago. 

Incidentally, let it here be remarked 
that our neighboring city of Oakland 
has added over 100 new manufacturing 
industries during the past one year, 
three-fourths of which bding directly 
because of the efforts of their Chamber 
of Commerce. One hundred! Count ’em! 
And during that time Richmond added 
how many new factory enterprises? Eh? 
How many? Speak up loud, please! 

We are not scolding, now, or finding 
fault. We are merely stating a few 
hard, cold facts, as a matter of general 
information, in hopes that this condition 
of affairs along these lines may possibly 
be improved some day in the dim and

distant future, when the dead ones come 
to life and the somnolent awaken. 

The Merchant Association is the livest 
bunch of men in that sort of an organi- 
zation that the town has had in years 
but they have not the powers or scope, 
as yet, of a real boost body such as a 
Chamber of Commerce or Board of 
Trade is supposed to have. If the pro- 
posed combination takes place between 
these two bodies, it is more than a good 
bet that the latter will infuse some red 
blood into the former. Let us hope so, 
and if not, let us pray! 

Another local organization that could 
be and ought to be made of great, even 
wonderful, benefit to this whole city and 
section is the new Community Council, 
but the amount of apathy being shown 
by the delegates to that body argues 
very bad for any hope of its ever pos- 
sessing any life or spirit. 

There are over thirty delegates from 
that many different organizations, fra- 
ternal, religious, civic and others, and 
out of the thirty not more than half a 
dozen showed up last night at the regu- 
lar mecting, and they put in most of the 
time listening to some music. 

Such an organization as this Com- 
munity Council, representing, as it does, 
thousands of citizens through its dele- 
gates, could be one of the biggest pow- 
ers for good imaginable. Just think 
what a big pull that big power would be, 
if applied! 

We trust no offtial of any of these 
organization will take umbrage at these 
remarks, for they are true as gospel. The 
only object the News has ig to trv and 
bring about some results. If you are a 
prominent official of any kind of an 
organization, and have produced no re- 
: 5 rn? ; 


or employer you would resign, wouldn’t 
you? And if you didn’t it or he would 
mighty soon see to it that vou did. 

Now, friends and neighbors, there is 
no earthly excuse for neighboring cities 
growing fat and wealthy with new enter- 
prises all the time, through the efforts 
of their boost bodies, while Richmond 
gets nothing new in-that line, and grows 
and prospers not beeause of any such 
organization but in Spite of it. 

Let us look this problem right square 
in the face, and quit kidding ourselves. 
Also, Iet us get busy, as others do and 
accomplish some real results. Meeting 
once in from three to six months and 
sitting around a banquet board, stuffing 
ourselves full of eats, and listening to 
somebody recite a poem, and to Little 
Susie recite ‘Curfew Shall Not Ring To- 
night,’’ has not got us anywhere and 
never will.
